Organized labor his only been in the 
banking business three or four years. 
It 
started with 
the 
Locomotive Engineers 
and so far is mostly confined to the rail-1 
road brotherhoods. 
Yet there are now 
30 labor banks in the United States, and 
they have total resources of almost $100,- 
000,000. 
This is a mere hint of the capitalistic 
power that labor may attain in the fu­ 
ture. 
Labor really has greater opportuni­ 
ty for the accumulation of wealth and fin­ 
ancial control of industry than has “capi­ 
tal” itself, as we understand capital a t 1 
present. 
The bulk of earnings of any big indus- 
rty goes to labor. 
Labor has passing 
through its hands at any time most of the 
vast sums of money with which the na­ 
tion’s business is done. 
It is mainly a 
question of how much of that money labor 
saves and invests. 
In this favored 
country, 
with 
high 
wages, labor can, if it will, save and in­ 
vest more millions per year than can the 
salaried and capitalist classes. 
With sys­ 
tematic savings and united action, labor 
could eventually dominate industry finan­ 
cially. 
That may never happen, but the 
possibility is evident. 
And the possibility need not arouse any 
fears on the part of timid capitalists of 
the old type. 
A workman is never a 
“red” when he owns his home and has a 
bank account. 
All men are less prone to 
radical utterance and action when they 
are in the banking business and realize 
what industrial disturbances do to indus­ 
try and commerce. 
The labor men are said to run their 
banks conservatively, making good profits 
but taking no rash chances. 
If they ever 
come to own their industries, they may 
run them just as conservatively, giving 
both capital and labor a fair chance.

Veterinarians Association 
held in Excelsior Springs last week, 
and attended by Dr. Fred C. Cater, 
secretary of the association, and Dr. 
M. E. Gouge, of this city, the follow­ 
ing resolutions relative to the ranies 
was adopted: 
Whereas Babies has been preval­ 
ent among the dogs of Missouri and 
surrounding 
states 
the 
past 
few 
years, causing much anxiety, danger 
to the lives of our people as well as 
the outlay of much money for pro­ 
tection and great financial loss to 
live stock owners. 
Whereas science has 
provided a 
safe and comparatively inexpensive 
method of immunizing dogs against 
Babies that, if applied to all dogs, 
would 
practically 
eliminate 
this 
great danger, expense and loss to 
our live stock industry. 
And whereas it is well known that 
Rabies is an acute disease, often de­ 
veloping when least expected 
and 
knowing that rabid 
dogs 
wander 
many miles from home and are lia­ 
ble to do great danger to their own­ 
ers and their immediate neighbors, 
as well as to those at a distance, and 
believing that all the people of the 
state deserve legislative protection 
from all the dogs of the state. 
And whereas our present laws are 
only effective by authority of cer­ 
tain local officials and do not pro­ 
tect either the citizen of such local­ 
ities from danger from without or 
the citizens of surrunding communi­ 
ties from the dangers of the infected 
neighborhood. 
Therefore, be it resolved that rho

one to be remembered with pleas­ 
ure. A buffet spread is a very pop­ 
ular way of serving breakfast. The 
following dishes are suggestive of 
many which may be prepared at 
home: 
Supreme of Duckling.—Take the 
breasts and second joints of un­ 
cooked duckling, remove the meat 
f»nd chop very fine. Add four eggs, 
one at a time, stirring until the 
mixture is smooth. 
Add one and 
one-half cupfuls of thick cream. 
salt, pepper and a little onion Joice 
to season. 
Turn into buttered tim­ 
bale molds, cover with buttered pa­ 
per, place in a pan of hot water 
and bake about 30 minutes in a 
moderate oven. 
Serve with: 
Bechamel Sauce.—Melt two table­ 
spoonfuls of butter, add three ta­ 
blespoonfuls 
of flour, 
one-fourth 
teaspoonful of salt, a few grains of 
pepper, one-half cupful of chicken 
stock well seasoned and one-half 
cupful of top milk. 
Stir and cook 
until smooth and well-cooked. 
Galatln of Capon.—Bone a capon 
and remove and discard all the dark 
m eat 
Cut the breast in halves 
lengthwise, push wing and leg skin 
Inside. Cover the skin from which 
the dark meat has been remored 
with breast meat. 
Fill with force­ 
meat, draw the skin over the force­ 
meat ; tie in a double thickness of 
cheesecloth and steam over the 
bones and dark meat. Remove, put 
Into a pan and cover with a weight 
over night. 
Take the cloth from 
the capon, remove the skin and 
cover with Chaudfroid sauce. When 
stiff and firm garnish with truffles 
cut Into fancy shapes and coat with 
aspic jelly. 
Chaudfroid Sauce.—Melt one ta­ 
blespoonful of butter, add one and 
one-half tablespoonfuls of flour, and 
when smooth add one-half cupful 
of white stock, one egg yolk slight­ 
ly beaten, 
one tablespoonful of 
cream, one-half tablespoonful of 
lemon Juice. 
Dissolve a teaspoon- 
ul of gelatin softened in cold we- 
cr in a very little hot water; add 
he first mixture. 
Season to taste 
ml us~ with the gelatin of capon.

HILE the raspberries are In 
season look up all the good 
ways of preserving that delicious 
berry. 
Here is one that will be 
cherished when once used: 
Raspberry Shrub.—Take twice as 
much, 
measure 
for 
measure, 
of 
fresh raspberries as vinegar. 
Tut 
over the heat In a granite kettle 
and cook until the fruit is mushy. 
Strain through a muslin cloth and 
to each quart of this Juice add a 
pound of sugar. 
Bring to the boll­ 
ing point again and then bottle and 
seal. 
When serving allow two ta­ 
blespoonfuls of the shrub to a glass 
of iced water. Cider vinegar of the 
best quality should he used and if 
very acid may be diluted with a lit­ 
tle water. 
Raspberry Lacto.—Take a pint of 
raspberry juice or as much juice 
as may be pressed from a quart of 
ripe berries; add a cupful of sugar 
and a quart of good, rich, fresh but­ 
termilk. 
Freeze and servo In sher­ 
bet cups. This is a most refreshing 
frozen dish and not so cloying to 
the taste as frozen creams.

Pieplant.— Take 
twice as much diced pie plant as 
berries; cook together, adding su­ 
gar to make a rich preserve. 
Can 
as usual. 
This combination can 
hardly be told from the entire ber­ 
ry, as the flavor is wholly disguised 
by the flavor of the raspberry. 
Strawberries, pineapple and other 
flavored fruits may be used with 
good results. 
As pieplant Is cheap, 
and rno-it berries rather expensive, 
this makes quite a saving.

with a bit of yellow coloring. P»**at 
until smooth, adding a little cream 
if needed for richness. 
Graham 
Cracker 
Cake.—Cream 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
one and one-fourth cupfuls of su­ 
gar, one and one-half cupfuls of 
sour milk, two eggs well beaten. 32 
graham crackers rolled very fine, a 
little lemon extract, salt and one 
teaspoonful of soda. 
Mix and bake 
in layers, using a lemon cream for 
titling.

Helpful Suggestions 
A 
LMOST all fruit stains may be 
removed by spreading tile cloth 
with the stain over a bowl and 
pouring boiling water through tho 
stain. 
The higher the water fulls 
the more force will strike the stain. 
Obstinate stains may be removed 
by sprinkling with borax and soak­ 
ing in cold water, or rub In glyc­ 
erin and soak, wetting it often with 
glycerin until the stuin is removed. 
Iron rust will usually respond to 
salt and lemon juice; then place in 
strong sunlight. 
Salts of lemon 
may be used, but must be carefully 
washed out. 
A scorched spot will 
quickly disappear if moistened with 
soapy water and 
placed in 
the 
bright sunshine. 
Ink, if fresh, may be removed by 
soaking in sour milk. 
If the fabric 
cannot be so treated apply a weak 
solution of oxalic acid and rinse 
with water In which a little am­ 
monia has been added. 
Kerosene is a good agent to re­ 
move tar, if the tar is fresh; then 
wash well with soap and water. 
If 
the tar is dried in, soften with lard 
well rubbed into the fabric, then 
wet with turpentine; scrape off all 
the fat and again moisten with tur­ 
pentine. 
A magic mit, a wire dishcloth 
and a box of steel wool No. 0, fin rn 
a kitchen necessity. Sometimes one 
will be needed, sometimes another, 
but tile steel wool scours without 
leaving deep scratches in the u’en- 
sils. 
An economical table pad may be 
made 
of 
several 
thicknesses 
of 
newspapers sewed together and cut 
to fit the table top. Cover with an 
old sheet top and bottom and a pad 
that costs nothing but the time of 
making will be made. 
A plain cooky mixture may be 
made to serve any number of differ­ 
ent varieties of that well-liked little 
cake. 
Cut with a doughnut cutter, 
sprinkle with sugar and cinnamon 
and decorate with three blanched 
almonds. Add cocoa to some of the 
dough, spices aud raisins, nuts to 
some, decorate with nuts and small 
candies.
